REPORTING  MEAT  OR  PRODUCTS  CERTIFIED  OR  MARKED  FOR 
EXPORT  AND  LATER  DIVERTED  FOR  DOMESTIC  CONSUMPTION. 

When  a  regular  export  certificate  or  stamps  are  issued  to  cover  a  consignment 
of  meat  or  meat-food  product  intended  for  export  and  the  consignment  is  later 
diverted  for  domestic  consumption,  such  diversion  should  be  reported  by  the  of- 
ficial establishment  to  the  inspector  in  charge  who  issued  the  certificate  or  stamps 
in  order  that  the  records  of  the  bureau  may  be  corrected  accordingly.  In  such 
instances  the  official  establishment  should  inform  the  inspector  as  to  the  amount 
and  kind  of  meat  or  product  in  the  consignment  and  the  serial  numbers  of  the 
export  stamps,  and  if  an  export  certificate  was  issued  it  should  be  returned  to 
the  inspector  for  cancellation.  Inspectors  in  charge  should  in  turn  report  the 
facts  to  the  Washington  office.

In  order  to  expedite  the  settlement  of  pay  rolls  and  salary  and  reimburse- 
ment accounts  it  is  desired  that  the  official  in  charge  of  each  force  obtain  a 
rubber  address  stamp  and  see  that  each  claim  submitted  is  stamped  therewith 
on  the  upper  left-hand  corner  of  the  face  of  the  voucher,  just  over  the  words 

"Bureau  No.  "    This  stamp  should  indicate  the  name  of  the  official  in 

charge  and  his  local  address  as  may  be  necessary,  e.  g.,  "  Dr.  George  E.  Totten, 
410  Fulton  Building,  Pittsburgh,  Pa."  The  space  covered  by  this  stamp  should 
not  exceed  an  area  of  |  by  11  inches,  and  care  must  be  taken  to  see  that  the 
impression  made  on  the  voucher  is  placed  well  above  the  words  "  Bureau 
No.  " 

Each  employee  who  submits  salary  and  reimbursement  accounts  to  the  Wash- 
ington office  direct,  and  not  through  any  official  in  charge  of  a  force,  should 
indicate  on  his  vouchers  the  street  number  or  the  name  of  the  office  building 
to  which  his  check  should  be  forwarded.
